PORT COLBORNE - The 
present-day Doan family 
shared some dark family his¬ 
tory last weekend. 

Peter Doan told a story 
about his ancestor Joseph 
Doan Sr., who was consid¬ 
ered a notorious outlaw in 
the state of Pennsylvania. 

During the American 
Revolution, Joseph Doan Sr. 
and many of his nine chil¬ 
dren were feared, hated and 
persecuted by their American 
neighbours because they 
chose to remain neutral. 

He was arrested for high 
treason on June 15, 1778, 
and all his property was 
seized by the state. Many of 
his sons were hunted down 
and arrested for serving the 
British army as spies.

But the manager of environ¬ 
mental health from Niagara's 
public health department is 
pretty sure there's a lot more 
awareness about the tiny 
bloodsucking arachnids.

Jekel said more people than 
usual have submitted ticks for 
testing, to determine if they are 
the black-legged variety, (also 
known as deer ticks) that can

Despite the black-legged 
ticks in Wainfleet, he said 
almost all the ticks that have 
been brought in for testing 
have been common American 
dog ticks. Of about 200 ticks 
that have been tested, he said

“So there’s not really a health 
concern,” he said.

"Even though Wainfleet 
Bog has been identified as 
having an established popu¬ 
lation of black-legged ticks, 
you can pick up these ticks 
anywhere probably through¬ 


out the region as well as all of 
Ontario.” 

For that reason, he said 
people should take precau¬ 
tions when visiting wooded 
areas, especially where there’s 
long grass. 

He said people should wear 
light-coloured clothing and 
check themselves after they 
return to see if they picked up 
any ticks. 

Jekel said it’s important to 
visually look over your body 
searching for them since 
people often can feel it when 
they’re bitten. If people do 
find a tick, he advised them to 
carefully remove the parasite 
using tweezers, pinching down 
against the skin to ensure the 


head of the tick is pulled out, 

“If you have problems with 
that you can always seek medi¬ 
cal attention to have the tick 
removed properly,” Jekel said. 

“People don’t have to panic 
if they find a tick on them¬ 
selves,” he said, adding the 
black legged ticks take a mini- 

the Lyme disease bacteria. 

“And not every tick has it, 
and even if they do they don’t 
necessarily transmit it,” Jekel 

He said black-legged ticks 
are generally smaller than the 
common American dog tick, 
and if you look at them under a 
microscope, their legs appear 


to be black. 

He said if anyone is con¬ 
cerned about a tick they’ve 
found, "we encourage people 
to bring them in to the health 
unit in a little pill bottle." 

“Our staff can identify them, 
and if they are a black-legged 
tick we will send them off for 
verification testing and also to 
identify whether or not they 
carry Lyme disease.” 

Jekel said Lyme disease 
is easily treatable if diag¬ 
nosed early enough, but if left 
untreated it can start to affect 
other organs in the body. It has 
led to cardiac illness in some

The 
Cockers became very popular while the 
Field Spaniels because they were heavy and 
long, became unappealing and unpopular 
Itwasn’tuntilthe 1960s that the Field 
Spaniel became a pleasing dog in type like 
the Springer Spaniel. But the Held Spaniel 
does not have the flashy black and white 
or brown and white coloutfhey must be 
either all black, or all liver or black and tan. 
Although his colour may not be so attractive, 
he is a fan-loving, easygoing dogwho loves 
the company of humans. This makes him a 
great family pet 

The French Spaniels came from France 
and were named for the french word 
“espanir" which means to flatten oneself or 
creep. When hunting, the French Spaniel 


would creep or crouch when they smelled 
the birds and the hunters would throw nets 
over the birds to catch thenvFrench Spaniels 
are a medium size dog and look alittlelike 
a heavy boned Brittany Spaniel or a small 
English Setter without ail the extra long hair 
They are always white with brown marking 
and sometimes with small brown spots on 
their legs. Heis avery willingworker, lovable, 
mild temperament and quick to leam. 

The Welsh Springer Spaniel have been 
the favoured hunting dog in Wales for 
many centuries. They resemble the English 
Springer Spaniel except they are slightly 
shorter and a few pounds lighter. They have 
a flashy, silky red and white coat They are 
compact, strong and active. They are loyal. 


affectionate, and devoted to family. They are 
gentle with children and other animals hut 
will bark when visitors knock at die door 

The Sussex Spaniel gets his name from 
Sussex in England where he was developed 
and used for hunting He is lowtothe 
ground, long and heavy for a spaniel. But 
he was designed to force his way under and 
through heavy, thickbrush to flush out the 
hiding birds. In order to not get lost while 
hunting he is allowed to bark and he has a 
strong loud bark They are active but not 
fast They are devoted companions and 
willing to work all day. 

Our final four sporting dogs are very rare 
and you will probably won'trecognize their 
names. They are the Barbet, the French 
Braque, the Blue Picardy and the Spinone 
Italiano. If curiosity gets the best of you, look 
these dogs up on the Internet to leam about 
them. These dogs would probably need to 
be imported from a kennel in France or Italy 
as there are few or none here in Canada.

There is often a great deal of confusion when it comes to over-the-counter products 
that contain Tylenol (acetaminophen), Aspirin (acetylsalicylic acid), and ibuprofen. 

Ibuprofen and Aspirin are similar products. They are both part of a class of 
medications called non-steroidal anti-inflammatories (NSAIDS). They are good for 
treating fever, pain, and inflammation. These medications help with arthritis, dental 
pain, and pain from broken bones and sprains. Ibuprofen is the medication found in 
Advil and Motrin. There is a new medication available over-the-counter in Canada 
called Aleve. It is also a good anti-inflammatory medication and can be used for the 
above purposes. 

Anti-inflammatory medications are quite effective and can often be used in place 
of narcotics for short term pain management. However, not everyone should be using 
these products, and most people should avoid daily long-term use. NSAIDS, with long¬ 
term use can cause stomach erosion, ulcers, and bleeding. For patients on warfarin 
they are particularly dangerous because they can further increase a patientOs risk of 
bleeding. They can also raise patientOs blood pressure and damage their kidneys. 

Aspirin should not be given to children, asthmatics, or pregnant women. Some 
over-the-counter medications contain Aspirin and people may be unaware of this. For 
example, Pepto-Bismol and some other antacids contain Aspirin. If you are unsure 
please ask your pharmacist if certain OTCs are safe for you. 

There are number of arthritis mbs and creams available. Some of these contain 
Aspirin and other types of NSAIDs If you are on warfarin or have problems with your 
stomach you should be careful with the use of these products. They still get absorbed 
in to your blood stream and can have negative effects. 

In recent months there have been some media reports encouraging people to take 
400mg of ibuprofen twice a week for its general anti-inflammatory properties. It is 
thought that inflammation may be involved in the formation of some cancers, such 
as colon cancer, therefore taking ibuprofen may play a rale in helping to prevent some 
cancers. However, further research needs to be done in this area for confirmation of 
results and safety. It is also suggested that if you are at any risk for heart disease or 
stroke you take a daily 81 mg Aspirin. Talk to your doctor if you think you could benefit 
from these preventative strategies. 

Tylenol (acetaminophen) is used to treat pain and fever. Tylenol does not have 
the same anti-inflammatory properties that Aspirin or ibuprofen has but it is safer 
for some people to take. For patientOs with arthritis who canOt take NSAIDS it is the 
next best option. Tylenol is metabolized through the liver so it is best not taken by 
individuals with any type of liver disease. There is also a limit to the amount of Tylenol 
a patient should take in a day. People should not exceed more than four grams in a 
day. There are many cough and cold products that contain Tylenol. Please ask the 
pharmacist if you are taking multiple products. 

Ibuprofen and Tylenol can be taken together. Typically ibuprofen should be given 
every 6-8 hours and Tylenol can be given every four to six If you have a young child 
with a high fever it is okay to give Motrin every six hours and the Tylenol in between. 
It may provide some additional benefit and keep the fever down in between doses. 

In general Tylenol, and NSAIDS are safe and effective for most people. These 
medications work very well and can provide much comfort and relief. If you are unsure 
what the best product is for you, your pharmacist will be happy to help you.
